A $150,000 breaa plant will rise at 
the northwest corner of North Main 
street and Roe Drive, Santa Ana, 
ground for the establishment being 
broken this week by the Kilpatrick 
Baking Company. The new Kilpatrick 
plant, when completed will employ 
more than fifty men and will have an 
average pay roll of from $2500 to 
$3000 weekly. The building itself will 
be of Spanish architecture, finished in 
white stucco with red til roof, fire- 
proof throughout, and will have 20,- 
000 feet of floor space, 

Bids were called for last week and 
final plans approved for a two-million 
dollar theatre to be built immediately 
on a site bounded by Market, Hayes 
and Polk streets, San Francisco by 
the Capital Company, a subsidiary of 
the Bank of Italy. William Fox has 
taken a 25-year lease on the thea- 
tre, which will have a seating capa- 
city of 4,570 persons. The new play- 
house which will be known as the 
Capital will be the equivalent of nine 
stories in height, and plans are so 
drawn that at some future time, nine 
additional stories may be built atop 
the theatre, and eighteen stories in 
the gore of Market and Larkin streets 
to house a thousand-room hotel. 

Sixteen states will be represented at 


the 1927 annual Pacific Coast Dairy 
Show to be held in Oakland, Novem- 
ber 14th to 19th, Robert BE. Jones, 
secretary and manager of the show, 
San Diego, declared before the Cali- 
fornia Dairy Council meeting. There 
will be over 1,000 exhibits, he de- 
clared. Canada is taking an interest 
in the dairy situation and is to be 
represented at the show, Jones said. 

The third annual show of the State 
Flower and Horticultural Exhibition | 
will be held at Montebello on Sep- 
tember 30 and October 1 and 2, ac- 
cording to the National Automobile 
Club. Because of the topography of 
Montebello, it is largely free from de- 
vastating winds and frosts, and for 
this reason has become the home of 
numerous nurseries and cut-flower 
growing organizations. Here are prop- 
agated and grown the stately and or- 
nate boxwoods, coco palms, delicate 
Kentias and many other ornamental 
shrubs. Judges have been chosen 
from all parts of the State and each 
is an expert in this line. Prizes are 
to be awarded winners of each group 
of exhibits. 


California flappers a few genera- 
tions hence may be getting their silk- 
en stocckings right off the neighbor- 
hood mulberry bush. William Oliver 
Mills of Berkeley, a former silk man- 
ufacturer, expresses the belief, for in- 
stance, that this section of the coun- 
try could raise all thé raw silk needed 
by the entire United States. “Silk 
can be produced for $4.75 a pound on 
plantations in California,” says Mills. 
“This is the cost of everything from 
raising the worm to selling the silk. 
The selling price of silk is now $7 a 
pound which allows for a large profit 
to the producer.” 


The local engineering department 
of the American Can Company is com- 
pleting plans for a one and two-story 
reinforced concrete factory and ware- 
house building and a one-story frame 
and stucco office building. The. struc- 
tures are to be erected in the tract 
bounded by Ocean and Eardley aven- 
ues, Sloat boulevard and Dewey aven- 
ue, Pacific Grove, Monterey county.

The improvements will cost about 
$600,000.

Kinship of Cousins

Confusion sometimes arises from the 
eustom of some people who speak of 
the children and grandchildren of 
their first cousins as second and third 
cousins, respectively, but the practice 
is only local, The correet sud almost 
universal rule for reckoning cousins 
is as we have given it.”

ber of parts turned out daily by 
any factory depends upon the size 
of the plant, machinery, equipment 


and quality of the product. Such 
outputs range from a few hundred to 
10,000 or more pairs a day. A fac- 
tory making high-grade shoes and em- 
ploying 800 men and women might 
sroduce, at full capacity, 800 or 900 
pairs daily. The same number of peo 
ple working on cheap shoes might pro 
duce 3,000 pairs daily.

From Hollowed Loz 


Cradles, in their earliest form, were 
merely logs, scooped out to form more 
or less comfortable resting places for 
babies. They were without rockers, 
since thé natural shape of the logs 
made their use unnecessary. Cradles 
have varied with different modes of 
living and reftect in their diversity of 
form and adornment the progress of 
the cabinetmaker’s art. The Romans 
are said to have used cradles of con 
siderable refinement, but after the de 
cline of the empire, accompanied as 
it was with the decay of living, the 
cradle, with other furniture forms, as 
sumed a crude and humble aspect. 
One of the early forms of the cradle 
was the oaken chest without a lid 
Baskets of osiers were sometimes 
used, in which the child, wrapped in 
swaddling clothes, was placed, The 
American cradle of oak in the Metro 
politan museum in New York dates 
from the early Seventeenth century.

he and his son, Alfred, best known 
today for the Nobel prizes, continued 
their experiments that were to revo- 


lutionize the explosive industry and 
prepare the way for modern high ex- 
plosives. 

It was on this old boat that Alfred 


made the discovery that his liquid ex- 
nitro-glycerin, could be mixed 
with an inert porous substance such 
as ¢lay or chalk, thus making an ex- 
plosive that was much more powerful 
and much more safely handled, as it 
was in solid form. It was not till 
1876 that this explosive, to which he 
gave the name of “dynamite,” was 
perfected. Before long there were 
factories in all leading countries mak- 
ing it. 

He also brought out other forms of 
explosives, including the first smoke- 
less powder. Nobel believed in. mild- 
ness and peace and regretted that his 
inventions were put into use by an- 
archists and others who employed 
them for evil purposes. He also re- 
gretted that they would be called into

the wisdom of Socrates 

According to Plutarch she was a 
splendid conversationalist and by her 
intellect she virtually ruled the men 
of Athens.

acter by some poets of her time, es- 
pecially those envious ones who de- 
sired to injure Pericles, but most 


Athenians believed in her purity and 
eertainly in her wisdom regardless of 
her actions. Uusbands and_ their 
wives came to her for counsel and 
she, sitting eourt of justice, 
smoothed out rough places for 
them, 

Her decrees were accepted without 
question, even though she, instead of 
encouraging a separation, counseled 
them to mate the most of a.bad bar- 
gain and do the best they could. Be- 
cause of this attitude it would be 
one of the most interesting revelations 
history could make if it told how she 
reconciled Pericles to divorcing his
